The work is 
very thoroughly standardized in a factory, too 
thoroughly. Each person performs a simple task 
vhich is learned in a fewadays, and speed comes 
with consta.t practice.

of Opportunities to Meet Boys 
“—) NCONSCIOUSLY the girl selects the 
factory because it furnishes her an 
opportunity to meet boys; she is not 
thinking of matrimony, but her instinct for mat- 
rimony drives. Then, too, while working in a 
factory she lives at home protected and shel- 
tered; but with an added independence. A 
girl at school must go and come at her moth- 
er’s will; a girl who brings home her pay 
envelope is treated with. more consideration 
by her mother and is, to a large extent, mistress 
of her free time. A boy in the home pays board 
and uses the remainder of his pay as he will; 
usually a girl turns all of her pay into the fam- 
ily purse and frequently she continues to help 
with the housework. She is so considerable an 
asset that she is treated as an equal by her 
mother and governs her own actions accordingly. 
“When a girl goes out from her poorly fur- 
nished home to domestic service she is wholly 
untrained. She goes into a home where the tools 
are poor enough; but there are some utensils 
that will burn and some that will not. This is 
wonderful to the untutored girl, as are many 
other appointments of the kitchen and the dining 
room. Her lack of familiarity with them and 
her ignorance regarding her work leads her em- 
ployer to call her stupid. It is not she who is 
the stupid one; but the mistress who will not 
understand the reason for the girl’s ignorance. 
“After a period of mutual irritation the girl 
becomes trained in the methods of her em- 
yloyer. She may think she has. learned her 
trade and, for some reason, seek a change of 
employers. She finds that the methods she has 
been taught are not the methods of her new 
employer. There are no standards in housework. 
All detafis are determined by the personal whim 
of the mistress who likes to have things done in 

ways which can only be learned of her.

The man who made 
the machine did that for her once for all, 
but In the changing and varied activities 
of the housewife’s duties, if carried on 
under proper conditions, the quickest 
mentality can find play.

Confession of Murder Leads 
Judge to Exclude Threaten- 


ing Blacks From Room. 
KANSAS CITY, May 81.—A crowd 


Robinson, a negro, tell of how ‘he 
choked his wife to death the night of 
April 11, last, became so unruly in 
Justice Simrall’s court today that the 
Justice ordered officers to clear the 
courtroom. The crowd remained just 
gutside the courtroom several hours. 
It was necessary to take Robinsor 
through a rear door to the jail. 

Robinson pleaded guilty and told 
how he and Jennie Hill, a negro 
woman heid with him, dismembered 
the ‘body of his wife. The Hill woman, 
he .said, afterwards went into the 
room where his Iil-year-old step- 
daughter was sleeping, and choked 
her to death. The two then dismem- 
bered the girl's body.

In truth, it is intellectual war—the war of the 
future.

It has taken civ- 
ilization many centuries to put that in there, 
but it is there, as one could have discovered 
during the Confederate monument engagement, 
when one of the competing sculptors, in a fine 
volley of impassioned mentality, said the model 
submitted by one of his competitors looked like 
a wedding cake. As a matter of fact, the attack 
in this warfare is indescribably varied. It is 
often possible to anticipate the maneuvers of 
troops, but it is impossible to tell what anybody 
in a monument battle is going to say. He can 
say the most deliciously unexpected things! 

Another advantage of the memorial. engagement 
over actual war is the absence of lulls. Anyone 
who lived in this country during.the Civil War 
can tell you what a heartbreaking thing the lull 
became. During the siege of Vicksburg it got on 
people’s nerves to such an extent that there was 
a perfect uproar about Grant not doing anything. 
Only the great confidence of Lincoln in the short- 
bearded cigar smoker who was conducting that 
siege prevented a change in commanders before

Queen had expressed disapproval, and 
matters reached a climax just before 
the Queen’s departure for Berlin, when 
she issued an order absolutely prohibit- 
ing the wearing of these badges by any 
of the royal servants. 

Miss Selby thereupon tendered her 
resignation, declaring she must have lib- 
erty to wear the badge or she would 
leave the Queen’s service forthwith, It 
was impossible to dispense with a chief 
dresser’s service just as the Queen was 
going to Berlin for a royal wedding, so 
permission was given to Miss Selby to 
do as she chose. Miss Selby since has 
not worn the badge in the palace, but 
the royal suffragettes are proud of the 
victory for the principle. 

When the Countess of Shaftesbury, one 
of the Jadies in waiting, showed sym- 
pathy with the militants, though not one 
herself, the Queen spoke so sharply that 
the Countess resigned. But it ts far 
easier to fill the place of a merely orna- 
mental lady in waiting than that of a 
chief dresser who has acquired useful 
knowledge of the Queen’s taste and 
foibles and is thoroughly acquainted 
with the royal wardrobe, both social 
and mufti.

T.E. PRICE DROPS 
430,000 ON MAY 
CORN'S ADVANCE 


Loss to Speculator Is Due to His 
Gambling That the Price 
Would Fall. 


MARKET CLOSES AT 6ic 


When Government Estimate of 
3,125,000,000 Was Made St. 
Louisan Predicted 4oc. 


T. E. Price, head of the T. E. Price 
Commisison Co., and one of the biggest 
grain traders in the West, lost about 
$30,000 in a May corn deal when the op- 
tion closed yesterday, according to «a 
member of the firm. 

The last sale of May corn was at 
6i cents, an advance of 2% cents for 
the day and the high-record price on the 
crop. Since last December, May corn 
has ‘ris¢n 15 cents a bushel. 

Traders say Price has been sefitag 
May corn short ever since the Govern- 
ment estimate un the crop of a vear ago 
was made, which placed the total yield 
at 3,125,000,000, a record, and the first 
crop to cross the 3,000,000,000 mark. Short- 
ly after the estimate was announced 
Price took the short side of the market 
and was credited with selling short more 
than 1,000,000 bushels of May corn. At 
that time Price predicted that May corn 
would séll at 40 cents and admitted that 
he was in the market to stay. The price 
then was 47 cents. 

Price Expected a Drop. 

Price, in his venture, gambled that 
the price of corn would drop... After he 
sold for future delivery, if the price 
dropped, he could buy at a price lower 
than he received on his sales. His profit 
would be the difference in the price at 
which he sold and the lower price at 
which he bought. As he misjudged the 
market and corn advanced, his loss is 
the difference between the price at 
which he sold and the price at the date 
of delivery. 

He told a Post-Dispatch -reporter $yes- 
terday that he was a loser in the mar- 
ket, but refused to admit the amount. 
“You know,” he remarked, “we all 
like it better when we make a winning, 
but there are always two sides to the 
speculative game.’’ 

Price said he still -belfeved in lower 
prices for corn and that he had switched 
much of his short contracts into the 
July option in the last two weeks, as 
he realized there might be a squeeze 
in the May option. 

He based hi3 bearish views on the 
small receipts that have come from the 
farms, despite the record crop which, 
he said, indicate] that the farmer still 
had large supplies to market. He men- 
tioned the favorable growing weather for 
the new crop as another bearish influ- 
ence. 

Made Rig Profit in 1911. 

Price has been interested in several 
big deals on the Merchants’ Exchange. 
Two years ago when the corn crop was 
a failure on drovth, Price bought May 
corn in- large amounts around 50 cants. 
He made a big profit on the deal when 
the price later rose to 80 cents. 

Last year Price made a profit by tak- 
ing the selling side before the record 
crop was harvested. At that time he 
also offered to wager any part of $10,- 
000 that the corn crop would total more 
than 38,000,000,000 bushels. He succe:ded 
in placing on: $300. This he won when 
the official yieid figures were annolun:ed.

GANG SHOOTS MAN 


RECENTLY FLEEGED 


George Ventriss Wounded in Ab- 
domen as He Passes Alley 
in “Death Valley.” 


EIGHT MEN - ARRESTED 


Ventriss Was to Have Been Wit- 
ness Wednesday in Trial of 
Gambling Case. 


George Ventriss, 22. years old, of 21200 
Clive street, who complained to the 
police last week that he had been 
fleeced out of $68 by members of a 
gang which has headuarters near 
Twenty-first and Olive streets and who 
Was to have been a witness Wednesday 
in the trial of Ed. Voglide, charged wilh 
permitting gambling in his hotel which 
is over the McCor’* saloon at 210 Olive 
street, was shot last night at the mouth 
ef the alley between Pine and Olive 
streets on Twenty-third street. 

He was taken to the city hospital with 
a probably fatal bullet wound in his 
abdomen. 

When he recovered at the cijty hospi- 
tal early this morning Ventriss told 
the police that the shots had been fired 
from a°gang of men who had been 
Standing at the corner. He heard one 
of the men cry out while the shots were 
being fired. He said: ‘This will wind 
the thing up. We'll fix him so he can't 
testify.’ 

The seletiborhoud where Ventriss was 
shot is known in police circles as ‘“‘Death 
Valley,’ because of the killings that have 
taken place in the vicinity. At Twenty- 
third street and Olive is the saloon 
formerly conducted by Toney Foley, ex- 
convict, where Emmet Carroll was shot 
and killed several months ago. 

After the shooting the police arrested 
eight men in McCord’s saloon, among 
them John (‘‘Heavy’’) Connors, 31 years 
old, who served a term in the Peniten- 
tiary on being convicted of participa- 
tion, in a plot to assassinate Patrolman 
John Hutton in a Twenty-third street 
lid club five years ago. Hutton was 
shot, but recovered. 

Fleeced in Craps Game. 

Sunday a week ago Ventriss walked 
from his home with $685 in his pockets. 
At the corner he met members of the 
gang and told them of the money he 
had and said he was on his way to buy 
an airdome. Four hundred dollars of 
the money belonged to his mother, whw 
was loaning it to him, and the balance 
he had saved. 

He was invited to take part in a 
craps game in Vortriede’s hotel and ac- 
cepted. He later told the police that 
he first won $25 and that then he lost 
the entire $68. The police arrested 
three men, who were charged with tak- 
ing part in the game and they were 
fined as follows in police court: Charles 
Green, 3419 Laclede avenue, $100; Otto 
Hood, 2101 Franklin avenue, $10, and 
William O'Donnell, 2124 Olive street, $10. 

Last night Ventriss left his home at 
9 o'clock to call on a girl who lives at 
Twenty-first and Pine streets. His 
brother, Arthur, who accompanied him 
to the city hospital, said that Georg? 
told him he would go around the block 
by the way of Twenty-second street and 
so avoid the gang at the Twenty-firs: 
street corner. When he returned at 19 
o’clock he evidently expected that the 
gang would be inside the saloon or in 
the hotel. 

Four Shots Were Fired. 

J. H. Holtzman of 2338 Carr street was 
at Twenty-second and Olive street when 
he heard four, shots fired. He was 
among the first to reach Ventriss and 
helped carry him to his home, from 
which he was later taken in an ambu- 
lance. Holtzman said he could get no 
intelligent statement from Ventriss. 

A woman, however, who had arrived 
before Holtzman and whose name the 
police would not make public, prob- 
ably for fear revenge would be taken 
on her, told the police that she was 
say: “The gang at 
me.”’ 

Ventriss’ mother, Mrs. Anna E. Ven- 
triss, a widow, told the police that short- 
ly after her son had 
while she was sitting out in front, five 
men passed down the. street toward 
Twenty-first street, and one of them, 
nodding at the house, used a vile epithet 
and said: ‘‘That’s where he lives.” 

The eight men arsested in McCord’: 
saloon were: William Davis) 28 years old, 
of 2181 Olive street; Eugene Canty, 8 
years old, 2100 Olive street, who is the 
bartender; John “Heavy” Connors, 
Charles McCord, the proprietor; Ed. 
Ruthman, 31 years old, of 3729 Connecti- 
cut street; Thomas C. Andrews, 25 years, 
2006 Olive street; L. S. Rude, 51 years, 
2100 Olive street, and Milton E. Sullivan, 
2011 Olive street. 

The police say that McCord’s saloon 
has several times been reported to the 
Excise Commissioner, with recommenda- 
tions that the license be revoked. 

The proprietor of the hotel where 
Ventriss lost his money in the craps 
fame was arrested when he returned 
‘o the hotel early this morning. Th- 
police took him and the other prison- 
ers to the hospital to see if the wounde:] 
man could identify any of them. 

When the priseners were led before 
his cot at the hospftal Ventriss said he 
would be unable to identify anybody 
when the shots were fired, as the scene 
of the assault was so dark he did not 
see the faces of his assailants. He 
might be able to identifv the voice of 
the shots

PASTOR PUTS ALL 
BLAME UPON HM 


Mrs. Ferguson Says She Refused 
to Sign a Statement Tending 
to Exonerate Him. 


ALSO DENIES 39 KISSES 


The Rev. Mr. Rauch, She De- 
clares, Implanted but One Kiss, 
and on Her Forehead. 


Mrs. Theodore J. Ferguson of 132 
Walton avenue has written to the Post- 
Dispatch an account of the kiss given 
to her by the Rev. Charles M. Rauch, 
pastor of the Cote Brilliante Presby- 


terian Church, which re¢ently brought 
about an investigation of the pastor 
by the elders of the congregation. 

After reading in a morning news- 
paper a statement that the Board of 
Trustees of the church had exonerated 
Pastor Rauch, Mrs. Ferguson sent the 
following statement to the Post-Dis- 
patch: 

“In view of the fact that the paper 
exonerated Pastor Rauch, but in no 
way expressed my side of the case, I 
fee} justified in making this state- 
ment. I was annoyed by Charles 
Comfort, one of the trustees, who was 
sent by a committee of the church, 
including the pastor, to try to per- 
suade me to sign a statement saying 
I considered Pastor Rauch a good 
mah and severai other things that 
would have been to his interest. I 
told him plainly I wou!d not sign any 
such statement as I did not feel called 
upon to commit myself, The note 
written by my husband in which 
he stated he had forgiven Pastor 
Rauch was written at the pastor’s so- 
licitation. 

“We had forgiven him for his un- 
gentlemanly conduct after he had 
apologized. I have tried to keep still 
and be patient, but I cannot let their 
statements about me go unanswered. 
To my knowledge Pastor Rauch ad- 
mitted to four persons that I was in 
no way to blame for his conduct. As 
an innocent party, I have suffered 
long enough.” ‘ 

Mrs. Ferguson amplified her writ- 
ten statement when a Post-Dispatch 
reporter called on her and for the first 
time told the story of the kiss. 

“T did not care to have anything 
published in addition to my written 
statement,” she said. “I am not of 
a vengeful spirit and I dislike very 
much having this affair resurrected, 
but I almost cried my eyes out when 
I readAhat statement that Pastor 
Rauch had been exonerateil by me 
and my husband and the trustees. 

Blames Pastor Wholly. 

“T have forgiven him, but I have 
never said a word indicating that 
he was not wholly to blame for what 
he did. His friends are insinuating 
that I encouraged him to kiss me. 
That igs extremely unfair, as Pastor 
stauch himself knows it fs false. 

“T regret that the newspapers pub- 
lished that the minister kissed me 40 
times. That was gossip repeated by 
my husband to one of the elders. He 
kissed me~but once. It was in his 
atudy and I never returned there 
alone. I had visited Pastor Rauch to 
get his advice about some Sunday 
school matters. 

“We were alone in his study and 
when we had finished our consulta- 
tion he arose from his desk and ap- 
proached me. I thought he wag go- 
ing to suggest that we offer up a 
prayer in behalf of our duties, but 
instead he kissed me on the brow. 

Kiss Astonished Her. 
that I could 
not speak at the moment. I must 
have blushed, and when I began to 
stammer out a rebuke Pastor Rauch 
apologized. I would have permitte? 
the matter to drop there, but it wor- 
ried me so that I tceld my husband 
about it. He wanted to go to the 
minister at once, but [— prevailed 
upon him to remain calm, and that Is 
why he did not report the affair to 
the elders for several weeks. . 

“I was wrapped up in my Sunday 
school work and wanted to continue 
it, but my husband would not permit 
it. .We finally moved from the neigh- 
borhood. I am a Christian woman. 
and. I have a husbani who is good as 
gold and two of the best little chil- 
dren on earth. Why should I en- 
courage Pastor Rauch to kiss me? 
Hig friends ought to be ashamed of 
themselves.’ 

In regard to the published atate- 
ment that the Board of Trustees had 
exonerated Pastor Rauch, other offi- 
clals in the church say the matter is 
not closed, and that the minister 
eventually will have to resign. The 
Board of Elders, which looks after 
the spiritual welfare of the congre- 
gation, is said to stand six to three 
against the pastor.

Duty to Make Statement. 


“In the course of his address he made 
what I considered a most unjust attack 
upon our candidate for Congress, who 
Was one of my lifelong friends. This 
incident, together with the statements 
made which had previously come to my 
knowledge, confirmed me in the opinion 
that Mr. Roosevelt ought not be elected 
President and I concluded that it was 
my duty in opposition to his candidacy 
to publish the statements, which I then 
believed to be true. I thereupon wrote 
and published the article which is here 
complained of. 

“This publication was Intended only as 
a blow to Mr. Roosevelt’s candidacy for 
the position he then sought. In this 
publication I acted entirely in good fath, 
believing that the facts stated were true 
and believing that as a publisher I owed 
the duty to my readers to make that 
statement. After this article was pub- 
Mshed on the 12th day of October, 1912. 
neither the plaintiff nor anyone in his 
behalf notified me that he claimed the 
chargés so made were unfounded, nor 
did they request me to make any cor- 
rection’ of the same. On the contrary. 
this suit was commenced on Oct. 2%, 
1912, and the service of the papers con- 
stituted the first intimation I received 
that the article was complained of. 


“After the commencement of this sult 
there was nothing for me to do but 
prepare to defend it, and I did so to 
the best of my ability. From that time 
I proceeded to investigate the actual 
facts which could be shown by wit- 
nesses who would testify under oath. 


“As I have said, up to the time of the 
publication, my Information had been 
through persons who claimed to have 
knowledge of the statements which had 
been made, and I went forward to veri- 
fy. those statements and determine the 


wide publicity. Both my attorneys and 
myself went forward with the investi- 


} @etion of all this with great thorough- 


ness, and in numerous places in vari- 
the 


form of dep®ésitions of more than 40 
reputable witnesses who have expressed 
the opinion that on those ®ccasions as 
to which they testify he was intox!i- 
cated. I believe all these witnesses 
were honest in making their statements. 
I have relied upon those witnesses, 
but have recognized the lesser oppor- 
tunities they have had to observe the 
plaintiff and his habits. I have been 
profoundly impressed during the pro- 
gress of this trial] by the nature and ex- 
tent of the evidence produced by the 
plaintiff to the effect that he did not 
in fact use liquor to excess on any 
occasion. I am unwilling to believe 
that these eminent men would purpose- 
ly misstate the facts, or that under 
the circumsances related by them and 
their intimate acquaintances with the 
plaintiff for so many years they could 
be mistaken as to his habite. I have 


Judge Flannigan in his charge to 
the jury said in part: 

“Gentlemen of the jury: 
“The position which the plaintiff 
has now taken enables the Court to 
dispose of this case finally at this 
time. 

‘This action, which is for libel, fol- 
lowed upon the publication by the 
defendant of the statement that the 
plaintiff was frequently drunk. 
“Libel is a malicious publication 
expressed in printing or writing, or 
by signs and pictures, tending to 
blacken the memory of one dead, or 
the reputation of one who is alive 
and expose him to public hatred con- 
templating ridicule. 

“The natural result of the publica- 
tion of the charge we are consider- 
ing was to bring ridicule, contempt 
and disgrace upon the plaintiff and 
if untrue it was plainly lHbelous and 
malice is conclusively presumed from 
its publication unless we may say it 
was privileged. © * * The defend- 
ant claimed that, being the publisher 
of a newpaper, he was privileged to 
comment upon official acts, character 
and conduct of the plaintiff; that the 
publication was made in good faith 
and with an honest purpose to en- 
lighten the public upon the character 
and fitness of the plaintiff for’ the 
position sought. 

“The publisher of a newspaper 
may freely discuss the fitness of a 
person for public office; he may law- 
fully communicate to the public any’ 
fact within his knowledge respecting 
the official acts, character or con- 
duct of the candidate, and freely ex- 
press his opinions on and his infer- 
ences from such facts, so long as he 
states as facts only the truth, and as 
opinions and inferences therefrom 
only honest belief. 


“But Michigan has not yet granted 
to anyone, whether newspaper man 
or not, the privilege of writing or 
speaking of a candidate for an elec- 
tive office, words which are both 
defamatory and untrue, 

“Unwilling to rest on the presump- 
tion of law that the charge was false, 
and call upon the defendant to prove 
its truth or angwer in damages, as 
was the plaintiff's right, the plaintiff 
proceeded before this court to show 
that the charge was false in fact. 
“And by his own, and the test!- 
mony of a long list of witnesses of 
}high character and unimpeachable 
credibility, he has satisfied the de- 
fendant, the jury alse, I fully be- 


| therefore been forced to believe that 
those who have given depositions or 
made the statement that, in. their 
Opinion on the occasions to which they 
refer, Mr. Roosevelt intoxicated 
had insufficient means and opportunity 
of correctly observing him and were 
mistaken. 
Belieyes He Was Mistaken, 

“Up to the time of this trial I had 
believed that the statements made in 
the article which I published were en- 
tirely warranted. But in the face of un- 
qualified testimony of so many dis- 
tinguished men who have been in po- 
sition for years to know the truth, I 
am forced to the conclusion that I was 
mistaken. I am unwilling to continue 
to assert that Mr. Roosevelt actually 
and in fact drank to excess. -As & pub- 


knowingly done injustice to any man 
and neither I nor my attorneys are 
willing now to make or continue the 
assertion of an unjust charge against 
the plaintiff in this case. We have 
reached the conclusion that to continue

Newett’s Charge of Drunkeness 
Was Libelous One, Says Judge 


“After hearing the testimony of 
the plaintiff and his witnesses, the 
defendant, freely in the presence of 
‘the Court, concede the mistake of 
fact in his publication. In this he 
hag taken a just position. 

“The Court is satisfied from the 
testimony of the defendant that in 
publishing the statement he was not 
actuated by actual ill will toward the 
plaintiff, and that he acted in good 
faith. 

“Therefore, accepting as true all 
which the defendant now claims, yet 
the injury * * * would gustain a 
verdict in any sum up to the amount 
claimed in the plaintiff's declaration, 
which ig $10,000. 

“But, as the Court is addressed by 
the plaintiff, the object of the plain- 
tiff in bringing and prosecuting this 
action being the vindication of his 
good name and reputation, and not 
the recovery of a money judgment; 
and he having in open court freely 
waived his right to the assessment 
or his actual damages, it only re- 
mains for the Court to direct a ver- 
dict in his favor for nominal dam- 
ages, which, under the law of Michi- 
gan, ia the sum of 6 cents.”

He was sighted over Put-in-Bay 
Island at 3:30 o’clock, but nothing 
more had been heard of him at 10 
o’clock tonight. 

A telephone message was received

Committee to Work Fast. 

That the committee intends to devote 
all its energies in the hope of winding 
up the investigation within the 10 days 
specified in the resolution is indicated. 
Senator Overman said today that three 
sessions of the committee will be held 
daily, beginning Monday morning. After 
that day, the inquiry will begin at 10 
o'clock and continue until 1 in the after- 
noon, resuming at 2 and taking a recess 
at 6. From 8 to 10 o’clock each even- 
ing the committee will sit and examine 
witnesses.

’ Money to Be Held in Zones. 
The functions of these banks shall 
be to act as banks of banks. All 
the reserves charged dgainst national 
banks, which are now scattered from 
thé country bank to some New York 
bank, will be held in the reserve 
bank. They will be held as a gen- 
eral reserve for the benefit of all 
This money 
will not be allowed to leave the 
region where it is owned and go to 
Wall street when the prices soar, as 
is the practice at present, thereby 
causing stringencies in the country 
regions. 

The reserve banks will act as dis- 
count banks for all the national 
banks in the zone. They will. issue 
bank notes, through the Treasury 
Department, on. prime commercial 
paper and against all their assets. 
When a@ banker needs cash and has 
short time commercial paper he may 
get the cash from the bank by de- 
positing this paper, which will be 
maintained in the vaults in place of 
the reserve. 

This method of enlarging the cur- 
rency to meet the demands of trade 
is expected to regulate it to such an 
extent that it will be thoroughly 
elastic. 

In this manner the framers of th 
bill expect to make it easy for byl 
ness men to get all the accommodation 
they need without seeking assistance 
from outside banking institutions which 
might be controlled by unfriendly inter- 
ests. 

A man who has good standing in a 
community and good commercial paper 
will apply to his local bank for accom- 
modation. At present the bank some- 
times advises him that, notwithstanding 
the fact that his paper is good and that 
ho is known to be perfectly sound, it is 
impossible to give him the cash or book 
credit for the reason that ‘‘money is 
tight.’”’ 

Under the new system, the framers of 
the bill believe, this kind of stringency 
rarely will take place because the bank, 
which is now the final source of ac- 
commodation, hereafter will be able to 
fall back on the reserve bank: and by 
putting its stamp of approval upon the 
paper of its depositor it will be able to 
get him all the accommodation that he 
may reasonably expect. The functions 
of the various reserve banks will be gen- 
erally similar to the operations of the 


banks Which act as general banks of 
discount for not only all the banks in 


j the nation, but for the individuals and 


corporations as well. 
Discount Feature Criticised. 

’ The principal criticism that has been 
aimed at the workings this portion 
of the system point to thé fact that in- 
dividuals should be allowed to deal di- 
rectly with the banks, because, among 
other reasons, only when the indi- 
vidual is allowed to deal directly will 
he be able to benefit by the reduction 
in the rates of discount. 

These crifics state that while the re- 
serve bank may quote discount rates 
of 3, 4 or 5& per cent to the individual 
banks, the banks would not give the 
borrower this reduction, but would 
maintain the present regular rate of 6 
per cent for all sorts of commercial 
transactions. 

On this point much criticism is expect- 
ed to be lavéled by those economists 
who maintain’ that American commerce 
never will be able to cope with the 
world’s trade until it can get a fair rate 
of interest for the money legitimately 
employed in its upbuilding. 

These men point to the low discount 
rates of England and France, which, 
they say, are made possible in great 
part by giving the individual the right 
to deal directly with the source of 
tredit, thereby breaking the strangle 
,A0ld which the ordinary banker has on 
all except his most powerful depositors. 

These banks will be left. almost whol- 
ly, as far as their local affairs are con- 
cerned, under the management of: the 
officers of the banks for which they will 
operate. Each bank in the region will 
be given an even voice in the opera- 
tions of the central institution. This 
plan is expected to offset domination 
by any single group of’ powerful finan- 
clers. — 

The method to be employed, so that 
these individual institutions may be 
welded together for the transmission of 
credits and for the maintenance of the 
channels of trade from one end of the 
ccuntry to the other, has caused much 
worry to those who framed the system. 

The fear that the general plan would 
have the appearance of the Aldrich sys- 
tem has alarmed its sponsors from time 
to time. The Aldrich system proposed 
the establishment of a national reserve 
association at Washington, to which 
would be allotted the right to discount 
rrime commercial paper and to issue 
bank notes against its assets.: The cen- 
tral reserve association also would act 
as the bank of the United States by 
holding the Government’s money and 
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acting as fiscal agent generally. 

It was to have been controlled by 46 
governors—five officers of the Govern- 
ment and the remainder to be elected 
by the members of the reserve associa- 
tions from the bankers and busineas men 
of the various regions. 

| Federal Board of Control. 

The scheme for a central body—called 
the Federal board of control—which has 
been; worked out by Glass, proposes to 
leavgé the central office in complete 
charge of officers of the Government 
and others appointed by the President 
of the United States. 

The purpose of selecting these offi- 
cers from the ranks of Government em- 
ployes is to keep the control of the sys- 
tem entirely out of the hands of any 
group of bankers. In order that the 
system might not fall into the political 
area Glass proposes to have the mem- 
bers of the board appointed by the 
President designated for long terms of 
office, if not for life, so as to put them 
on a plane with the Justices of the 
Supreme Court. 

The functions of these officers will be 
to see that the law relative to the op- 
erations of the reserve associations 
shall be carried out carefully and with 
justice to each of the banks. The board 
will have the power to review the ac- 
tions of all the reserve banks and to 
make general regulations for the con- 
duct of the affairs of the various parts 
of the system. 

A plan for the withdrawal of the 
bond issues which now base their note 
issues upon them without loss to the 
banks also will be incorporated in the 
plan. 

The framers of the measure also have 
worked out a plan for introducing the 
bill of exchange for foreign and inter- 
national transactions. 

President Wilson has spoken repeated- 
ily of the necessity of improving the 
banking facilities of American business 
men in foreign countries and the bill 
of exchange will be grafted on the sys- 
tem, so that an American may be able 
to finance his foreign business affairs 
with American capital. . 

By this plan the profits that English, 
French and German bankers derive 
from American trade abroad are ex- 
pected to be curtailed; and incidentally 
‘many millions that are now flowing 
into the coffers of foreign bankers an- 
nually will be saved for this country,

REDFIELD PREDICTS: 


NEW FREEDOM FOR 
OUR. INDUSTRIES 


Secretary of Commerce Says 
That Is Test to Which Democ- 
racy Sets Its Hand. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., May 31.—Secre- 
tory Redfield of the Department of Cum- 
merce, speaking at a banquet tendered 
bere tonight vy the Democratic City 
Committee, denied the contention that 
American manufacturers could not com- 
pete successfully abroad and declared 
that on the other hand they were doing 
so more and more successfully. He 
>ointed to a continuous growth in the 
business of American menufacturers 
abroad, beginning with a total of $443,- 
£00,000 in 1892 to an estimated total of 
$1,500,000,000 in 1913 He predicted a still 
zreater growth with the elimination of 
what he termed “unsystematized man- 
agement.”’ 

“A new freedom for American indus- 

tries,” he said, ‘“‘is the affirmative test 
to which the Democratic party has set 
its hand. It stands for industrial educa- 
tion and for Federal aid to it. It stands 
for the reduction of the taxes not only 
upon food, but upon the means of earn; 
ing; that is to say, upon bulldings, upon 
machinery and upon materials, which 
together compose the fundamentals of 
our industrial life. 
y It does not stand for a reduction of 
wages, because it knows that American 
economic hfstory has taught as per- 
haps its greatest lesson that the high- 
ly protected workman, well equipped 
and well treated and well, led, is the 
cheapest producer in the world, else 
with our handicaps we should not be 
selling $1,500,000,000 abroad now. 


; High Tariff, High Prices, 
“All through the 10 yeags since 1902 


there has existed a high tariff in this 
country. No one will deny that this 
has kept prices of buildings, machin- 
ery and materials at a much higher 
level than they are abroad. The owner 
of a great woolen mill, in protesting 
against the reduction of the tariff now 
proposed, has urged that each of these 
three items costs him a_ great deal 
more here than in Europe. Say they 
do; no one doubts it. Therefore, it an- 
pears to be the truth that notwith- 
standing what some men would call se- 
vere handicaps in the way of more 
costly machinery, more costly buildings 
and often more costly materials, the re- 
sults of which I speak to you have 
been worked out. 

“How is it that in spite of greater 

expense in these three impartant direc- 
tions we have yet managed to sell goods 
abroad in competition with the world at 
the rate of about $1,500,000,000 in manu- 
factured goods alone this year? It is 
because of the. high efficiency of our 
well-paid labor when combined with the 
fine mechanical equipment of many of 
our factories. Observe I do not say of 
‘all. aur factories,’ for it is uwnfortunate- 
ly not true of all our factéries. 
“We have industries that) are highly 
efficient, as, for example, steel, though 
in this industry there are ‘wide varia- 
tions in efficiency. In other industries 
we have individual factories that are 
highly. efficient, while others are less? 
so. You will find that variations of ef- 
ficiency exist from 20 per cent of a good 
standard to 70 per cent and even 
higher. ) 

“But these are not the only handicaps 
that have troubled our industries. We 
have almost wholly lacked industrial 
education and we still lack it sadly. 

Handicaps ang Remedies. 

, “If for a condition in which most of 
cur industrial plants come under the 
head of what is called ‘unsystematized 
management.’ we substitute another 
where merely in order to exist plants 
must become systematic in their meth- 
ods; if for the ignorance as} to cost and 
the carelessness as tO waste which still 
prevails too much in many a factory 
there shall be substituted intelligent 
care in both directions; if for the taxes 
whigh have made the cost of machinery 
and buildings and the materials exces- 
sive we may substitute a system which 
shall reduce these costs; if for the gen- 
cral ignorance of our young working 
people of any definite occupation we may 
substitute the trained hand and experi- 
enced mind of the intelligent young men 
and women; if, I say, we may do all 
these things, why may not our com- 
mercial position in the world, already 
mighty, »become the mightiest?’

— Secre- 
tary Bryan ahd Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, the Britigh Ambassador, late 
today signed a renewal for five years 
of the general arbitration treaty be- 
tween the United States and Great 


Britain, which expires by. limitation 
June 1. 

The treaty provides for the arbi- 
tration by The Hague court of any 
differences of a legal nature not af- 
fecting “the vital interests, the in- 
dependence or the honor of the two 
contracting gtates,” and whicn do 
not concern interests of third parties, 
A form of special agreement, cover- 
ing the subject to be arbitrated, sub- 
ject to the Senate's approval, is pre- 
scribed, 

The British treaty is the fourth of the 
arbitration conventions to be renewed 
this year, the others being those with 
France, Italy and -Spain.. Diplomats 
here are awaiting with much interest 
the expiration of the similar treaties 
with Japan and Mexico. The treaty with 
Japan expires by limitation Aug. 24. 
President Wilson has announced his 
willingness to renew it, but Japan has 
given no intimation of its purpose in the 
matter. 


Mexico Not on Renewal List, 
The renewal of the treaty with 


Mexico, which will expire June- 27, 
would involve the important ques- 
tion of the recognition of the Huerta 
Government, which thus far has been 
withheld. . No hint has been given 
that the Huerta Government will be 
recognized, and in announcing re- 
cently the names of the nations with 
which this Government is willing to 
renew arbitration treaties President 
Wilson omitted Mexico. 
Other special treaties, all of which 
the President has expressed willing- 
ness to renew, expire in the follow- 
ing order: 
Norway, 
18; Portugal, 
Dec. 23. 
Eight nations have signified willing- 
ness to enter into negotiations with the 
United States for the interchange of 
peace agreements, as proposed by Pres- 
ident Wilson. -The nations that thus 
look with favor upon the Bryan plan 
are Great Britain, France, Italy, Brazil. 
Sweden, Norway, Russia and Peru. 
Bryan's Ontline of Plan. 
Secretary Bryan discussed the progress 
cf his plan in the following statement: 
“It will, be remembered that about a 
month ago a plan wage by the President's 
Girection submitted to all the govern- 
ments having representatives here, the 
plan being in substancagas follows: 
‘1. That the United States is pre- 
pared to enter into an agreement with

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They Withdraw Because of Pen- 
alty, Then Are Voted ‘‘Not 
in Good Standing.”’ 


The Kappa Sigma fraternity of Wash- 
ington University, after withdrawing 


last night from the Pan Hellenic Asso- 
ciation, composed of all fraternities at 
the university, was declared by a vote 
of the remaining fraternities to be “‘no 
longer in good standing’’ and fraternity 
members were asked in a resolution to 
refuse to elect members of the Kappa 
Sigma to the honorary fraternities of 
the school. 

The withdrawal of Kappa Sigmas was 
an outgrowth of a penalty fixed by the 
Pan Hellenic Association last October, 
prohibiting the Kappa Sigmas from ini- 
tiating new members during the last 
school year and for four months of next 
year. 

The penalty was the result of the ac- 
tion of the Kappa Sigmas in taking in 
five membets who had not successfully 
completed two months of regular college 
work, in violation of the Pan Hellenic 
rule. 

At the Pan Hellenic meeting last night 
Arthur Hilmer of 34 Skinker road and 
Emmett Gruner of 56808 Westminster 
place, alumnae of the university, and 
representatives of the Washington 
chapter of Kappa Sigmas in that fra- 
ternity’s grand council, asked that the 
penalty be withdrawn. 

They said that the grand council con- 
sidered it too severe. When the Pan 
Hellenic refused to withdraw the pen- 
alty they announced that the chapter 
would withdraw from the association. 
The resignation was accepted, and the 
representatives of the Kappa Sigmas, 
Clifford Godwin of 5578 Clemens avenus 
and William Holland, an out-of-town 
student, left the meeting.

is given a grand total of $410,000,000 of 
| bonds for the entire system, with only 
$123,000,000 of stock, of which a little 
more than half is outstanding in the 
hands of the public. The Frisco lines 
proper, not including some of _ the 
branches, are bonded at the rate ol 
$41,500 per mile and stocked at only 
$10,000 per mile. 

The total Hability of stocks and bonds 
pfor the entire system is more than %1l,- 
000 per mile. 

Annual aidemaee $12,000,000. 

The result of this was to impose a 
back-breaking burden of fixed charges 
for bonded interest. A railroad com- 
pany may stop paying dividends on 
stock and still continue doing bust- 
ness, but if it fails to pay interest on 
its bonds, this is a signa! for bankruptcy 
praceedings. The  Frisco’s interest 
charges ate up everything it could earn, 
leaving not a penny for stock divi- 
dends, and what was worse, scarcely 
anything for keeping up and extending 
the property. Its interest charges last 
year were $12,000,000, which just about 
equaled the net income. 

It was a strange bond-issuing policy 
adopted by Yoakum and his associites 
in financing their building operations. 
They did try the scheme of stock is- 
sues. The parent company capitalized 
itself for $95,000,000, but was able to sell 
only $50,000,000 of shares. 

One of these issues was thirty millions 
of 4 per cent second preferred stock. 
After it was printed they found that 
under the laws of Missouri they could 
not dispose of it for less than par. 
Fifteen millions of the issue still re- 
main unsold in the company’s treas- 
ury, worth scarcely anything’ today. 
The treasury also holds $30,000,000 of its 
own unsold common stock. 

It became apparent that the only way 
to build a Southwestern empire was 
w-with bonds, so there was piled up a 
pyramid of kaleidoscopic issues that re- 
quired the highest ingenuity, not only to 
devise, but. even to name. 

With the bonded millstones weighting 
it down, the Frisce system entered the 
year 1913, 
charges for all railroads increased and 
freight rates either remained stationary 
or were forced downward. As with 
other roads, there was imperative de- 
mand for more capital to finance not 
only ordinary needs, but particularly 
the empire projects. 

“Note Issue Now Due. 

Every available -piece of property 
had been mortagage almost to the 
limit. The price of the preferred an. 
common stock was so low on the 
Stock Exchange that it was hopeless 
to try selling any more of that kind 
of security. Even the snort-term note 
market was exhausted, as no good 
collateral remained to put up as se- 
curity. 

An outgteanding issue of $2,250,000, 
financed through the Boston banking 
house of F. S Moseley & Co., is due 
June 1, 1913, and it was this rela-

Up to the° year 1913, $65,524,000 of 
these bonds had been sold, mostly 
through the New York banking 
house of Speyer & Co., principal fis- 
cal agents of the railroads Twenty 
millions of them had been sold to 
French investors. 

Speyer’s Hard Bargain. 

A few months ago the Frisco Sys- 
tem was in urgent need of more 
funds, so Yoakum negctiated with 
Speyer for floating out $3,000,000 
more. of this blanket issue. The 
banker drove a bargain. He offered 
Yoakum less than 80 cents on the 
dollar for the bonds. Well, that is 
banking business. The hard- 
pressed borrower must not expect 
premiums, particularly when the 
money market is growing tighter 
every day. 

So Speyer & Co. undertook to get 
the $3,000,000 out of the cracked jars 
and the stocking of the frugal 
French, peasants, On March 17 last 
an agreement was entered into be- 
tween the railroad company and the 
bankers for this relatively small 
supplementary issue, and the cash 
eventually came out of France, less, 
of course, the discounts and com- 
missions. Although the bonds afe 

sted as. 5 per cents, they stand the 


railroad company 7% pe” cent on ac- } 


count of these intermediate § ais- 
counts. 

The French investers have $23,- 
000,000 of these general lien bonds 
and $5,000,000 more of other kinds 
of bonds, placed throvtigh various 
banking houses.

French Up in Armas. 

Speyer & Co. are receiving mes- 
sages from their banking connec- 
tions in Paris that purchasers of 
bonds are raising a great row. 

“What do you Americans mean, 
they say, by selling us bonds of a 
road on the verge of bankruptcy? 
Within two months after we take 
the securities in good faith receivers 
are appointed. We have been grossly 
deceived. And then some of them 
add philosophically that this is what 
might be expected of Americans and 
American methods. It will be a very 
cold day when we take any more of 


your securities.” 


In banking, honor and integrity are 
the principal assets of a house, par- 
ticularly of an international house. 
It is the outcry of the French in- 
vestor— and, incidentally, American 
investors who have many more mil- 
lions at stake—that is breeding: the 
trouble that is coming fast. 

According to information In Wall 
street Speyer & Co. were not con- 


}though they Were fiscal agents of 
the company. It js maintained that 
when the contract was signed in 
March for the last bond issue, an 
examination of the securities and the 
books was made and there Was no 
doubt as to the company's solvency. 

Friends of the Speyers maintain 
that ney are in no wise to blame 
for ‘the “regrettable incident,” and 
furthermore that the particular 
property covered by the mortgage 
for the general lien is all right— 
part of the Frisco proper and not 
of deficit branch lines. 

Next Move in st. Louis. 

The first direct move will be made 
within a few days in St. Lois. Ap- 
plication will be made on behalf of 
the bondholders for removal of the 
receivers appointed and the substitu- 
tion of others, or at least for the ap- 
pointment of a third receiver to 
represent the bondholders interests. 

For some reason, as yet unex- 
plained, the intimacy johg existing 
between Yoakum and Speyer was not 
maintained dJuring the past two 
months. When the railroad man 
found that it would be impossible to 
meet the short term notes coming due 
June 1, he did not confer with his 
banker friend. Instead he went to 
St. Louis and, consulting with his 
Western associates, arranged for the 
appointment of two of his own of- 
ficers aS receivers. These are B. L. 
Winchell, president of the road, and 
T. H. West, director and member of 
the. executive ¢ommittec. 


CREDITORS WANT 
NEW RECEIVERS 


Lehmann Goes to See Speyer 
& Co., Who Sold Many 
Bonds in France. 


Frederick W. Lehmann, who, with 
Charles Nagel, represents the New York 
banking house of Speyer & Co., will 
confer with his New York ‘clients this 
week, regarding the Frisco receivership. 
He expects to depart today for New 
York. 


Speyer & Co. floated $62,500,000, Frisco 
5 per cent bonds, $30,000,000 of which 
were sold to Paris bankers on a.basis 
of approximately $800 for each 3§1000 
bond. In the recent receivership /pro- 
ceedings, Speyer & Co., were ignored. 

B. L. Winchell, president of the Fris- 
co and Thomas H. West, chosen by 
Federal’ Judge Sanborn as receivers of 
the road,. were opposed by Lehmann 
and Nagel on behalf of Speyer & Co. 
Objection to Winchell was based on his 
connection with the Frisco company as 
its president. : 

Judge Sanborn announced that new re- 
ceivers could be appointed at any time 
or even a third receiver, if it Was con- 
sidered desirable.

St. Louis Interests Censured, 
The St. Louis interests are blamed by 
Speyer & Co., because of their alleged 
friendliness to B. F. Yoakum, chair- 
man of the Frisco’s Executive Com- 
mittee. That Yoakum had Frisco af- 
fairs too much his own way is one of | 
the criticisms passed on the Frisco man- 
agement.

The road was acquired by the Frisco 
in December, 19099. It has a ‘tota) 
mileage of 5610 miles and runs (from 
Houston, Tex., to Brownsville, on the 
Rio Grande, approximately 341 miles. 
There are about 200 miles of branch 
lines and spurs. The Brownsville line 
is the Frisco’s Mexico outlet. The com- 
pany owns a fourth interest in the 
Houston Belt & Terminal Railway, and

B. F. Yoakum was president of the 
Brownsville company at the time it was 
bought for the Frisco through a bank- 
ing syndicate headed by Thomas H. 
West and other St. Louisans. 

Shortly before its sale to the Frisco

At the same time a new extension of 
49 miles was built. The cost of the 
property, according to Poor’s Manual 
figures, increased from $3,887,236 in 1905, 
to $10,000,000, when the new bond issue 
was authorized.

JENGLISH PEN HOLDS THE 
LEAD IN EGG LAYING RACE 


—— 


\ \ 
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Report From Mountain Grove Shows Imported Birds 
Are Maintaining Excellent Record of Early Months 
and Discusses the Reasons. 


= 


Director State Poultry Experiment 
Station, Mountain Grove, Mo. 


| April. 


It begins to look like the most of 
the pens in the national egg-laying con- 
test at Mountain Grove, Mo., are going 
to make really creditable records. No 
records are being broken. However, 
every hen in the contest but nine has 
laid, and they all seem to he doing 
their best. No individual or pen record 
is extremely high, but up to May 1 the 
hens had averaged 15 eggs each more 
than for the same period last year. 

The English pen still is gaining a little 
each month over the American pens. 
Some suggestions as to the reason: for 
their record and their lead over the 
American pens are discussed in the latter 
part of this report. 

A buff Wyandotte hens, No. 600, from 
Maryville, Mo., holds the record for 
April by laying an egg every day during 
the month. The hens are eating more 
feed than last year, especially is this 
true of the dry mash. Pen No. 2%, buff 
Wyandottes, laid 240 eggs during the 
month, an average of 24 eggs per hén for 
the 30. days, and won.the silver cup for 
this month. Twenty-four pens laid more 
than 200 eggs each during the month of

The pen which has feed of all kinds 


a oot, them at all times leads in this 
i ‘test, and has laid 79 eggs. 


Then fol- 
lows the Canadian method, with 76 
eggs; grain feed in automatic feeders, 
7% eggs; Maine method of feeding, 703 
e@gs, and on down to 481 eggs. The 
strange part of the experiment so far 
is that the Egg Farm method of feed- 
ing has given the poorest results. This 
pen is being fed mash and grain as 
recommended by one of the large egg 
farms of the East. They also are fei 
mustard bran in the mash as recom- 
mended by this farm. 


Pen No. 65, Saylor Method wl 
Feeding. 


Dry Mash—1l5 pounds ground alfalfa 
meal, 15 pounds corn meal, % pounds 
ground wheat, 15 pounds gluten meal, 
16 pounds ground oats, 10 pounds groun:l 
oll meal or high-grade beef scrap, 15 
pounds wheat bran, one box poultry 
powder. 

The above dry mash is fed in hop- 
pers. Three times a week we feed the 
dry mash in a erymbly form, to which 
we add \% teaspoonful of poultry pow- 
der to every five fowls. After the third 
week, we reduce the moist mash to oncs 
@ week. To keep them in a healthy 
condition, every fourth or fifth week. 
we feed this mash again for a week, 
adding quarter of a teaspoonful of th? 
poultry powder to every five fowls, 

To give the fowls the proper exer- 
cise the following grains are fed in 


the litter: Half ounce each of coarse; 


cracked corn, whole wheat and hulled 
oats, also sprouted oats daily. Every 
other day we substitute half ounce 
fresh cut bone for each fowl. For the!r 
night feed the fowls are also supplied 
with green food, such as cabbage, Man- 
gels, oyster shells and ‘grit always be- 
fore them. Fresh water, not too warm 
or too cold, always supplied. The feed- 
ing troughs and drinking vessels are 
frequently scalded with hot water. 


Why English Pen Leads. 


There must be a reason for the head 
of the Englizh' pen. Just what is re- 
sponsible for this difference is yet to be 
determined. But when any one breeder 
in England or elsewhere can pick out a 
single pen of birds which will outlay © 
pens of American birds, and in five and 
a half months can get a lead of 169 eggs 


co leghorns from England have a 
distinctive type quite similar to the 
American minorca. They are slightly 
larger than the American white leg- 
horns, more rangy, With larger combs, 
lighter colored eyes, and tails pinched 
or not well spread. In this difference 
in type some poultrymen think they see 
the secret of the difference in egg pro- 
duction. They’ declare that the’ En- 
glish leghorns have more of an “egg- 
type’ than their American cousins. Per- 
haps they are right, although there is 
room for a reasonable doubt. 
American Breeder Outclassed, 

Other observers of the contest declare 
that it ig all a matter of breeding that 
while utility poultry breeding in Ameri- 
(ca is just in its infancy, in England it 
has been studied and reduced to a sci- 
ence for centuries. They simply admit 
that the American breeder has been. out- 
classed, that he still has a lot to learn, 
either by experience and experimenta- 
tion, or by taking lessons of his En- 
Glish cousins. ‘Ihe change in climate 
may have stimulated the English birds 
to better production. The chance in cli- 
mate would more than likely increase 
or decrease the prodvction and it seems 
to have had the desired effect in this 
case. We are of the opinion that back 
cf it all, however, is a difference in se- 
lection and breeding 


Still other investigators: strongly as- 
sert that it is neither a matter of type 
of breeding, but that thé high records 
which the English leghorns are making 
at Mountain Grove are due to the fact 
that their owners have become skilled 
in maturing and hardling puillets so that 
they will lay just when they want them 
to lay. This is indeed some skill, espe- 
‘cially when they continue to exert this 
subtle influence after their birds are 
“00 miles away, and have gone for 
months and months. This reason would 
seem much more logical if the English 
birds had simply begun to lay before the 
American birds did—and then simply 
maintained their lead: But when; after 
the American birds had gotten down to 
business, the English birds still con- 


fails to hold water. 


Ome thing is certain, the English hens 
are ahead, and it..begins to look as 
though they are going to Stay ahead. 
Their owners have very evidently 
“caught on” to gomething which the 
American breeders hwve not. Just what 
that “something” is, remains to be seen. 


» Most careful students of the situation, 


however, are agreed that it is largely 
a matter of scientific breeding and care- 
ful selection. 

The owner of the English pen which. 
is leading at the State Poultry Experi- 
ment Station at Mountain Grove, Ma, 
states that this pen of pullets was bred 
from females with high records, and 
also sired by males bred from high lay- 
ing hehs. ¥ 


We have been urging Missouri farmers 
and poultry raisers for several years to 
breed from high layers, or at least from 
g00d layers, and have also insisted that 
the maies which head the flocks should 
be sons of high layers. The latter is 
more important in our opinion than the 
former. Of course, it is understood that 
the breeding stock must be reasonably 
good size, considering the breed, and 
also be birds of high vitality. We feel 
that the average poultry breeder has 
been paying so much attention to color 
of feathers and show records that they 
have lost sight of the production of 
eggs to too great a degree.

Hints to Poultry Raisers. 

Toe-mark the chicks as soon as they 
are hatched. This enables one to tell 
their eggs later. 

Powder the chicks occasionally dur- 
ing the first eight weeks. 

Start the brooder a day or two be- 
fore: putting in the chicks to see that 
the heating apparatus is working prop- 


erly. 
Brooder lamps should be cleaned every 


day. 

A record should be kept of each hatch, 
showing the date set, number and kind 
of eggs, number tested out, and the 
chickens hatched. 

Chicks should not receive feed until 
they are 8 hours old. 

In cool weather 10 or 13 chicks are 
sufficient for one hen, while in warmer 
yveather 15 to 20 can be cared for suc- 
cessfully. 

Never mix chicks of different ages. 

Confine the hen until the chicks are 
weaned. 

The coop for hen and chicks should be 
well ventilated, easy to clean, and of 
sufficient proportions to insure com- 
fort. 

The early hatched pullet is the one 
that begins to lay early in the fall, when 
eggs are high in price. 

The cockerel that can be marketed as 
a broiler in March or April brings more 
money than the one marketed in June.

NEW YORK MODEL 


Theatrical Man Plans Theater to 
Seat 4000 and Hotel of 
14 Stories. 


Frank Talbot, owner of the Hippo- 
drome, has had plans drawn by 
Architects Kennerly and Stiege- 
meyer for a 14-story hippodrome and 
hotel to be erected at the southeast 
corner of Seventh and Market streets. 
Besides an immense hippodrome it will 
contain 400 hotel rooms, and will cost 
almost $1,000,000. 

The perspective shows only 12 stories 
but it was explained that two more 
stories are to be added. 

The entrance to the theater is to be 
on Market street, near Sixth street, the 
building plans embracing nearly this en- 
tire block. The hotel = entrance 
will be at the corner. The theater is 
intended to seat 4000, of whom 2000 
will be accommodated on the first 
floor, 600 on the mezzanine floor, 1000 
in the balcony and 600 in the boxes.

So far, it is probable that the dam- 
age done will be sufficient to reduce 
the percentage of the crop, and some 
enthusiasts say the decline will reach 
10 per cent before the next Govern- 
ment estimate is made around the 
8th of the month. 

Prices Usually Rise. 

In ordinar P erat the weather map 
of the last id ays would have caused 
a rather re advance in wheat 
prices, but the trade was badly burnt 
on a crop scare on winter killing 
a year ago, and has not forgotten its 
losses. 

It is aleo apparent that even if the 
Southwest crop is materially cut 
down, that the outlook east of the 
Mississippi River is fine, whereas a 
year ago the crop in that territory 
was practically a fallure, and the loss 
made up by a “bumper” yield in Kan- 
sas and the Southwest. 

Another factor that makes the trade 
cautious is the uncertain business and 
financial outlook. The receivership for 
the Frisco called attention to the fact 
that business depression, following the 
poo of the new tariff schedules, may 

@ more certain than is admitted by the 
more optimistic bankers in Wall street. 

I , and depression should come. 
there is not much chance for high- 
priced gain, as in years of bad business 
all commodity prices as well as securi- 
ties seek a low level, unless there is a 
decided scarcity of the product required, 
and so far there is no chance for a 
general crop failure in wheat.

“Make Them Work,” Say Sen- 
ate Leaders, Who Would 
Prevent Threatened Delay. 


EXPECT EARLY PASSAGE 


Friends of Measure Believe It 
Will Go Through Upper Body 
Without Marshall’s Vote. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 31.—“Make 


the Republicans work,” is the slogan 
adopted by the Democratic leaders 
in the Senate in charge of tariff leg- 
islation who today. predicted that 
the Senate would vote on the bill by 
August 1. A 
Members of the Finance Commit- 
tee declared the bill would be put 
out of subcommittees on June §9, 
that the full committee should be 
ready for the caucus by the follow- 


ing week, and that the revised meas- 
ure would be reported to the Senate 
June 23, Then it will be. pursued 
vigorously until placed upon its pas- 
sage. 

Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia, 
said that the Senate should vote.on 
the bill in the latter part of July. 
How this could be accomplished the 
Senator said, would be demonstrat- 
ed when the debate began. 

Hard Work Is Planned. 

“We will keep the Republicans 
who want to discuss the bill work- 
ing and we will keep at work our- 
selves from the very beginning,” 
said the Senator, “We will meet in 
the Senate every day at 10 o’clock 
in the morning and keep at work un- 
til 6 o’clock at night. That will 
prevent the opposition from delaying 
the bill by playing with it. We will 
tire the Republicans out of playing.” 

It was made evident today that 
the fight among the Democrats on 
the wool and sugar schedules of the 
bill would be conducted in the cau- 
us, and that this would leave Sena- 
tors Ransdell and Thornton of 
Loutsiana to vote against the bill 
because of their opposition to the 
sugar schedule and Senator Walsh 
to oppose it because of free raw 
wool. 

Democrats Confident. 

More positive than they have ever 
been before were the administration 
leaders today that the bill would 
come from the Finance Committee 
and through the fire of the party 
caucus with the schedules for free 
raw wool and free sugar in three 
ee unscathed. 
ut amendments to the sugar and 
wool schedules will, of course, be of- 
forded on the floor of the Senate and 
the Democrats who will remain 
avowedly against the bill as it is 
reported will be expected to vote for 
them. Even then the leaders assert 
the bill can be passed, as President 
Wilson approves it. 

They admit, however, that it prob- 
ably will require the vote of Vice- 
President Marshall to pass the bill, 
unless Senator Poindexter, the only 
avowed Progressive in the Senate, 
votes for the measure. 

Increases on Cotton. 

Increases in all articles in the cot- 
ton schedules that may be classed as 
luxuries are to be made by the Sen- 
ate Finance Subcommittee. 

Members of the committee admit- 
ted this today, asserting that expen- 
sive cotton table covers, table cloths 
of the finer grades and tapestry ar- 
ticles all would be raised. One re- 
duction in the cotton schedule will 
be made, the rate on cotton card 
laps, roping, silver or roving being 
reduced from 10 to 5 per cent. 

On cotton yarns the duties are to 
be increased 10 per cent to be taken 
as the lowest rate,-instead of five 
and the rates of the Underwood bill 
to be increased from that basis up- 
ward. 

On all the schedule the subcom- 
mittees are working industriously. 
The citrus fruit rate fight was said 
today: to have beer practically set- 
tled and. the subcommittee will re- 
port the rates practically as they 
come from the House. 

‘Benator Johnson's subcommittee Is 
still considering the advidability of 
putting a retaliatory duty on print 
Paper from Canada, owing to Ca- 
ada’s restriction on wood and wood 
pulp. It has not reached a decision, 
however, on this point, 

Farm Schedule in Doubt. 

The agricultural schedule still is 
under debate. Some of the Demo- 
cratic leaders say that it has not 
been definitely determined how to 
equalize raw materials and their 
products with respect to live stock 
and grains. 

‘Some of the Senators favor duty: 
on meats, flour and oatmea],. instead 
of placing cattle, sheep, hogs and 
grains on the free list. Members of 
the subcommittee are inclined to free 
list the raw materials, but they sald 
today that the sentiment of the Sen- 
ate would be sounded further before 
final report on this question was 
made.

The Spaniards soon were shown that the Mort 
was not convertible, that he would meet the ef- 
forts to make him a Christian with a good, healthy 
attack from behind with a sharp kris (a wavy- 
edged blade of considerable weight about the size 
O: @ sugar-cane knife) or long spear. Latez, after 
the Moros learned from the Spaniards how to use 
firearms, they used these against the efforts to 
Christianize them. In time the Spaniards gave up 
and only maintained a guard in the principal sea- 
port villages as a protection to the churches erect-

It was this condition which existeqd ‘hen the 
first American troops went into the Moro country. 
The history of the efforts of the Federal Govern- 
ment and the Philippine Government in the last 12 
years to pacify the Moros is well “nown. It has 
cost hundreds of lives of American : c!diers, school 
teachers and other American citi-c: > 

The trouble with the American 2 ministration 
has been, according to close students of the Moros 
and the American occupation of the Moro islands. 
that there has been no strong effort made to con- 
vince the Moros that the United States will not 
molest their religion. 

Maj. Finley first went to the Moro islands ag a 
soldier. He first saw the Moros as from the eyes 
of a man who was sent there to subdue them, to. 
prepare them aes civil government, in short. to

do what the Spaniards had failed to do. 

Maj. Finley’ studied the Moro. He observed 
him as an individual and saw that he was a 
religious fanatic and that this fervor would sus- 
tain him against all attacks of proselyting either 
by word or steel which the whole American 
army could hurl at him. 


He went further in his study of the mental 
attitude of the Moro. He learned his line of 
thoughts and found that he suspected all Chris- 
tiens and that this suspicion was based on the 
cruel warfare the Spaniards had,practiced in that 
country for 300 years. Maj. Finley also studied 
the habits of the Moros; their mode of living and 
domestic life. In short, he learned all about them, 
even their tribal dialects and hieroglyphics. 

His reward for. his labors was his detachment 
from his military organization and his establish- 
ment as Civil Governor of the Moro Islands. 

In time Maj. Finley became known to all Moros, 
600,000 of them, as their friend, their little fa- 
ther and teacher. . They learned to come to him 
in their troubles and ills. They made him their 
Tuan Maas, or as nearly ag the English language 
can make it, their “Sultan, Father and Teacher.” 

Wherever Maj. Finley was there was peace and 
happiness and Americans fared well. But; unfor- 
tunately, there was in the United States Army 
but one Maj. Finley, and out In the places remote 
from Zamboanga, the headquarters of the Gov- 
ernor, many things occurred to disturb and dis- 
rupt the trust the Moros had promised Maj, Finley

they would have in the American Government. 
There camevamong the Moros Filipinos spreading 
the tale that the American Government in the end 
would force them (the Moros) to abandon their 
faith and accept Christianity. Then there were 
other acts on the part of Americans which did 
much to make them distrustful. 

One of the big things which played so prominent 
2 part in the efforts to pacify the Moros without 
bloodshed was the piracy which existed among 
most of the Moro Datus (chiefs) and their follow- 
ers. Most of the Datus were engaged in all kinds 
of piracy when the American army went into the 
Mofm Islands. This was choYed off without any 
explanation on the part of the American Officers. 


The Moros were not told that it was wrong to 
be pirates, they were told to stop it and threat- 
ened with severe punishment if they did not. The 
result was that the Moros went ahead and took 
their punishment, but in inflicting that penalty 
the Americans lost heavily, not only in life and 
property, but in prestige as well. 

Maj. Finley tried to teach those Moros with 
whom he came in contact and could reach the 
moral side of thieving. He made no threats, he 
merely instructed them as a child would be in- 
stucted. 

Late last year Maj. Finley went among the 
Moros and had a heart-to-heart talk with them 
and about their ideas of Americans and how they 
regarded civilization. He was told that the Moros 
feared that the United States some day would try 
te ma‘ e Christians of all of theia. They told him 
they did not want that. 

He assured them that that was not the case, 
that the animus of the campaign being waged by 
the American Government was for one purpose— 
the restoration of peace and the development of 
the people and commerce. He assured them that 
if they would listen to him he would lead them 
right. 

Finally several of the Datus suggested that if 
he as their father and teacher, would bring them 
a message from the great Caliph in Constantinople 
that the intentions of the American Government 
were for their interests and that their religion 
would not be disturbed they would lay down their 
krises and return to the fields and fishing banks. 

Maj. Finley came to Washington and laid the

whole metter before the War Department. This 
was in January last. He was authorized to go to 
Constantinople and interview the church authori- 
ties there. He left in March. 

On March 28 Maj. Finley, not as the representa- 
tive of the American Government, but as the wak- 
il mutalak (Minister Plenipotentiary) of the 600,- 
000 Moros, arrived in Constantinople. He called 
on the Sheik-ul-Is!am, who is a Cabinet officer, 
and through whom all religious matters must be 
negotiated with the Sultan. . The Sheik-ul-Islam 
presented Maj. Finley's credentials to the Sultan. 
Speaking of the mission while await'ng his audi- 
erice with the Sultan, Maj. Finley said: 

‘My mandate is from the Moros themselves to 
the Sultan of Tur'eyv. They want.from him, as 
their religious chief, assurances as to the attitude 
of the United States on the question of the sepa- 
ration of the church and state. They want what 
to them is the absolute proof that we have no 
evil intentions against tte Mohammedan religion. 
They say: ‘We want to live as true Mohamme- 
dans, in accord with the teachings of the Prophet, 
and at the same time as true and loyal subjects 
of the United States.’ After 325 years of hos- 
tility to the Spaniards, because the Spaniards were 
bent on the forcible proselyting of these people, 
it is very hard to convince them that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States is based on religious 
freedom and ‘toleration. 

“In the years I have been among the Moros as 
their Governor I have won their confidence. The 
result is that they are sending me on this far- 
One can scarcely realize what 
it has meant for these people, just emerging from 
the most primitive life in the tropics, to under- 
take the sending of such a mission and to entrust 


‘it to one who is not a Mohammedan. But I have 


given them sympathy and have shown them that 
they were not living as good Mohammeda.s. 

“The petition which I bear to the Sultan of Tur- 
key is the expression of the yearning of a whole 
race to emerge to better things. And it is some- 
thing very real to them, something for which there 
is no substitute, when they address the Sultan of 
Turkey and Caliph, as they have done in this pe- 
tition as follows: ‘All our hopes are centered in 
you, because we know of no other person so near 
to us, and, moreover, there is no other person 
who can help us to the accomplishment of our de- 
sires for a purer Mohammedan faith,’ 

“The right beginnings of our dealings with the 
Moros were laid here in Constantinople. 
Straus was Minister to Turkey when we acquired 
the Philippines, and upon learning that there were 
Moslems in our new possessions he went to see 
Abdul Hamid, at that time Sultan. Mr. Straus 
had unearthed a treaty between the United States 
and Tripoli, signed in 1796, Article XI of whic! 
is as follows: ‘Af the Government of the United 
States of America is not in any sense based on the 
Christian religion; as it has in itself no character 
of enmity against the laws, religion or tran- 
quillity of Musgulmans, and as the said States 
never have entered into any war or act of hos 
tility against any Mobammedan nation, it is de 
clared by the parties that no pretext arising from 
religious opinions shall ever produce an inter- 
ruption ef the harmony existing between the two 
countri’ a,’ 

“Abdul Mamid had never heard of the Méroe, 
but wished to know whether they went to Mecca. 
A telegram was accordingly dispatched to the sa- 
cred city, and by good fortune two Moros were 
there present on a pilgrimage, Abdul Hamid sent

word by them that the Moros should receive the 
people of the United States kindly. And that is 
why not a Moro vielded to the attractive promise 
of Aguinaldo’s agents.” 

Maj. Finley; as Tuan Maas of the Moros, wears 
a heavy ring of native workmanship, presented to 
him by the people. It is a series of gold plates 
and precious stones set around a heavy gold band. 
The affection which the Moros have for him and 
the eagerness with which they are watching and 
praying for his return may be understood from 
the Iilieadall orders given out te the faithful wpon 
his departure: 

“On every Friday evening, between. the serv- 
ices of evening and night, all functionaries of the 
mosque shall read the Yasim Book, each man 
three times. Those who cannot read shall repeat 
certain prayers 240 times, praying and asking the 
Almighty that Gov. Finley, our Tuan Maas, shall 
be especially helped and blessed in the Smoqens 
manner:

He did not know, he wrote sadly, whether his 
apcestors bethought themselves to repent and 
ask pardon of heaven for their cruelties; “or 
whether they are now groaning under the heavy 
consequences of them in another state of being.” 
Then, as if doubting of their penitence and catch- 
ing an inspired glimpse into the disastrous future 
of his son, he wrote this petition: 

“I, the present writer, as their (his ancestors’) 
representative, hereby take shame upon myself 
for their sakes, and pray that any curse incurred 
by them—as I have heard, and as the dreary and 
unprosperous condition of the race, for many a 
long year back, would argue to spelt af be now 
and henceforth removed.” 

Thus moodily did the great diagnostician of 
guilty conscience, writing in his moss-covered 
“Old Manse” in a Massachusetts town, express & 
clairvoyant. dread that the sins of his fathers 
would be visited upon his children. Fate's fron- 
ical answer to the prayer in the preface to Ameri- 
ca’s greatest novel appeared in the latest issue of 
an obscure prison journal in far-away Georgia. 

“Good Words” for April showed brilliant traces 


of a new editorial hand. There was a profound 
and poignant leading artic’e. There was an elo- 
quent poem on Enrico Cart e's recent visit to the 
Federal Prison, where he #\ng the misery-bur- 
dened “Sob Song” from “I sagiiacci”’—this time 
with an emotion not wholly eheatrical. Another 
poem of dreary mood seemed a faint echo of Oscar 
Wilde’s prison-laden grief. There were editorial 
paragraphs, biting and cynical, with tears close 
beneath their grim mirth. 


All were expressed with the facility, the preci- 
sion and the energy of a trained workman in 
words. All were signed “Reg. No. 4435.” This 
is the prison numeral of Julian Hawthorne, new 
editor in chief of “Good Words.” 


‘When Hawthorne entered the prison, in March, 
“Good Words” was without an editor, its former 
chief having just completed his term and been 
set free. The authorities seized the opportunity 
cf nominating Hawthorre for the place, and thus 
a journal for convicts became associated with the 
most fllustrious hate in American letters. 

The celebrated prisoner's first contribution to 
penitentiary literature was couched in the form of 


Words.’’ 


é “Fable in Correct Language,” introduced in the 
phrase, “with apologies to George Ade.” It was 
in criticism of an inconsistency Hawthorne had 
at once detected in the prison regulations, end ran 
ar follows: 

““*For what purpose,’ inquired the Intelligent 
Investigator from the Planet Mars, ‘was the high 
wall constructed which surrounds this Institu- 
tion ?’ 

‘*In order,” was the reply of the Terrestial In- 
terpreter, ‘to render impossible the Escape of the 
Inmates.’ 

“ “And does it fullfil its Object ”’ 

“ *Perfectly.’ 

“‘And why, pursued the Martian Visitor, ‘are 
the Shins and Shoulderblades of the Denizens in- 
scribed with the letters “U. S. P.”?’ 

“With the intention,’ responded the Guide, ‘of 
Preventing their Escape.’ 

“The Planetary Stranger took out his notebook 
and entered in it the following Discovery: 

‘‘On this Earth, the Prevention of the Impos- 
sible is not considered Supererogatory.’ ”’ 


The next occasion offered for the exercise of 
Hawthorne’s pen was Caruso’s visit to the pris- 
on.. The great tenor sang in the auditorium of 
the prison by request of his compatriots, “Lupo 
the Wolf” and a dozen other Black Hand opera- 
tors confined there. Present on this occasion 
was Tyrus Raymond Cobb, greatest of ballplayers. 
Hawthorne wrote the following poem, dedicated 
tc Caruso, for “Good Words’”’: 


We sit in our rows of sodden gray 

Up there in the great blank hall; 

Through the window bars the great blue day 
And the golden sunshine call, 

Call us, as Christ called Lazarus, dead, 

To rise and come forth from his grave. 

But Christ cares not to free us, we said, 

To give back the life God gave. 

Better the dead than the living dead 

Whom the World shuts Sut and the bars shut in, 
Man-made scapegoats df all men’s sin! 


Then, in the hush of the great blank hall, 

God wrought a wondrous miracle, 

For a voice, like a glorious trumpet call, 

Arose as a soul from the deeps of hell, 

And our souls rose with it on wondrous wings, 
Rose from their prison of iron and clay 
Forgot the grime and the shame of things! 
We were men once again in a sunlit day, 

Sin and grief and punishment—all 

Were lost in that human trumpet-call.

The “leader” in the first issue of “Good Words” 
under Hawthorne’s editorship, entitled ‘A Sermon 
and a Song,” was signed with his prison number 
aud ran, in part: 

“There is a kindly disposition in the community 
to help convicts. Persons inspired with such im- 
pulses sacrifice time and convenience to come be- 
fore the subterranean brotherhood and dispense 
moral counsel, kindle hope and ambition, assure 
them of the unfaltering tenderness of the Creator, 
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Julian Hawthorne.

Seat. The 800 subterranean brothers sit silent 
on their rows of chairs before the herald of sal- 
vation—silent and observant. 


“After the orator has finished his argument, 
told his illustrative story and thundered his ap- 
peal, the 800 perhaps remain silent and unre- 
sponsive. The good man sits down, a little chilled 
and disappointed; he did his best, he tried hard, 
and yet the result was negative. The men seem 
hardened and indifferent. What can rouse them? 


“A woman rises and begins to sing. And there 
i3 a note in her voice, that keeps recurring, a 
tender, irresistible music, rising and falling, per- 
haps associated with simpl2, homely words that 
convey a thought of gentle and innocent things— 
2 tons *hat is love and sympathy. The singer 
knows nothing of the world; sin and crime are 
only words signifying something vaguely horri- 
ble; but she sees men in prison and she is sorry 
for them; and that tender, innocent sorrows(inas 
its way into the music of her voice; and a change 
comes over the subterranean brotherhood as It 
listens to her. 

“Life had taught them whatever intelligence 
may know; but love and human compassion had 
not been a part of the lesson. Argument and ex- 
hortation had left them cold; ! ut at the touch of 
the immortal human heart, they melt. The most 
cordial words, if spoken without the accent of 
cordiality, are vain; but the soft, inarticulate mur- 
mur of an infant, born of love, and living by it, 
can work miracles. It silences criticism; it over- 
powers resistance; it is simple and artless as a 
flower; and it can never be feigned. 

“For want of it, the wisest and most eloquent of 
men may fail, where a girl's song, unconscious of 
its power, succeeds. Let this be remembered by 
those who face an audience of the subterranean 
brotherhood.” 

A department of editorial paragraphs, entitled 
“Pen Points,” with a grim pun on the word “pen,” 
was origingted by Hawthorne. The following are 
examples of\his caustic wit, usually exercised at 
the expense of himself and his fellow prisoners: 

“We are entitled to our rights—and most of our 
acquaintances say we are getting them.” 

“Many @ ‘high flyer’ loses the use of his wings 
after a sojourn here.”’

Perhaps this was an echo of Hester Prynhe’s 
resentment at being compelled to wear the scarlet 
letter. If Hawthorne feels any of the guilty der 
spair of the Rev. Arthur Dimmesdale, he concea 
it in his breast as did the clergyman hero of 
father’s novel. 

In the meantime he displays a tireless aaa 
in his fellow prisoners, perhaps with the inten- 
tion of using them for literary material. He at- 
tends the prison baseball games and sometimes 
permits himself a cheer. He has shaken hands 
and talked with “Lupo the Wolf,” and held @ 
long conversation with “Elijah Il” Stanford, of the 
nétorious “Holy Ghost and Us Society.” He has 
visited the cell where Charles W. Morse, finan- 
cier and banker, served his term. 

Despite his 67 years, he is expected.to turn his 
disaster to artistic profit in prose or verse, as 
Wilde did in “De Profundis” and “The Ballad of f 
Reading Gaol.” . 

It is not likely that “Good Words” will long 
enjoy the distinction of having a Hawthorne for 
editor. The prisoner has already made applica- 
tion for a parole, which, under the rule of the 
Department of Justice that prisoners are not eligt 
ble to parole until they have served one-third 
their term after sentence is imposed, may 
granted to him in July.

Fallacy of fallacies! Actually a veil does exact- 
ly the opposite.

And 
is any comment necessary when we know that 
women cough, sneeze and iss through their veils. 
through them without uncover- 
ing their mouths? 

A veil is a dirty thin! 

But what if we physicians say all this, and 

more? Fashion, not hygiene, will determine for 
itself whether women will or will not continue 
to wear such eye-ruining veils. Many people are 
simple enough to believe that women no longer 
wear trailing dresses in the street because of the 
s;read of knowledge in matters sanitary. That 
is mere fol-de-rol! :

CCORDING to Sir John Murray, one of the 
A greatest authorities on oceanography, th: 
, Hottom is a desert of pitch black darx- 
ness, penetrating cold, and eternal silence 
Worms, sea puddings and coral polyps sluggish- 
ls crawl or sway in the almost currentless depths 
and, only two species of fish, both of them smal], 
with much h¢ad and little body, have been found 
deeper than a mile and a quarter down. 

The range of fishes in the sea is as though it 
were divided into layers, one above the other, 
and no fish can live above or below this layer. 
Thus many of the deeper fish—three-quarters of 
a mile below the surface—have been found float- 
ing at the top. They had swallowed a fish as 
large or larger than themselves and its buoyancy 
had lifted them out of the strata to which they 
were accustomed. 

The phvsiology of a bottom fish is almost im. 
possible to know, because they are built to re 
sist a tremendous pressure of water,-and when 
this pressure is released—as when they are 
brought to the surface in a net—sometimes the 
fish has burst—the orga:s are crushed beyond 
reconstruction. 

Similarly, if a fish of a higher stratum attacks 
n bottom fish in the neutral zone where bcth 
can live, and—as sometimes happens—his teeth 
become entangled so that he cannot let go, anc 
he is dragged into deeper water, he strangles 
instantly, for his breathing arrangements are of

To be patronized is as of- 
fensive as to be insulted. 

No one of us. cares. permanently to have 
someone else conscientiously striving to do 
him good; what we want is to work with 
that someone else for the good of both of 
us—any man will speedily find that other 
people can benefit him just as much as he 
can benefit, them. 

Neither Joe Murray nor I nor any of our 
associates at that time were alive to social 
and industrial needs which we now all 
of us recognize. But we then had very 
clearly before our minds the need of prac- 
Hieally applying certain elemental virtues, 
the virtues of honesty and efficiency in 
politics, the virtue of efficiency side by 
side with honesty in private dnd public 
life alike, the virtues of consideration and 
fair dealing in business as between man 
and man, and especially as between the 
man who is an employer and the man who 
is an employe. On all fundamental ques- 
tions Joe Murray and I thought alike. We 
never parted company excepting on the 
question of Civil Service Reform, where he 
sincerely felt that I showed doctrinaire 


affinities, that I sided with the pharisees.

We got back again into ciose relations 


as soon as I became Police Commissioner 


under Mayor Strong, for Joe was then made 


_ Excise Commissioner, and was, I believe, 


the best Excise Commissioner the city of 
New York ever had. He is now a farmer, 
his boys have been through Columbia Col- 
lege, and he and I look at the questions,

possess the only kind of Americanism that 
really counts, the Americanism of the spirit. 


It was neismall help to me, in the effort 
to make myself a good citizen and good 
American, that the political associate with 
whom I was on closest and most intimate 
terms during my early years was a man

born in Ireland, by creed a Catholic, with 
Joe Murray’s upbringing; just as it helped 
me greatly at a later period to work for 
certain vitally necessary public needs with 
Arthur von Briesen, whom the spirit of 
the ‘‘Acht-und-Vierziger’’ idealists was 
embodied; just.as my whole life was in- 
fluenced by my long association with Jacob 
Riis, whom I: am tempted to call the best 
American I ever knew, although he was 
already a young man when he came hither 
from Denmark. 

I was elected to the Legislature in the fall 
of 1881, and found myself the youngest man 
in that body. I was re-elected the two fol- 
lowing years. Like all young men and in- 
experienced members, I had considerable 
difficulty: in teaching myself to speak.

My friendships were made, not with regard 
to party lines, but because I found, and my

at the outset to scrape acquaintance among 
the men who felt as I did, with the Repub- 
licans. They were for the most part from 
the country districts. . 

My closest friend for the thea og 
was there was Billy O’) all, fro. ot 
Adirondacks. He kept a Pa crossroads 
store. He was a young man, although a 
few years older than I ‘was, and, like my- 
self, had won his position without regard 
to the machine. He had thought he would 
like to be Assemblyman, so he had taken 
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The only difference was 


his buggy and had driven uround Franklin 
County visiting everybody, had upset the 
local ring, and came to the Legislature as 
his own master. 

There is surely something in American 


traditions that does tend toward rea] dem- 
ocracy in spite of our faults and shortcom- 


ings. In most other countries two men of 
as different antecedents, ancestry and sur- 
roundings as Billy O’Neill and I would have 
had far more difficulty in coming together. 
I came from the biggest city in America 
and from the wealthiest ward of that city, 
and he from a backwoods county where he 
kept a store at a crossroads. In all the 
unimportant things .we .seemed. far apart. 
But in al] the important things we were 
close together. We looked at all questions 
from substantially the same viewpoint, and 
we stood shoulder to shoulder in every leg- 
islative fight during those three years. 
He abhorred demagogy just as he ab- 
horred corruption. He had thought much 
on political problems; he admired Alex- 
ander Hamilton as much as I did, being a 
strong believer in a powerful National 
government; and we, both of us differed 
from Alexander Hamilton in being stout 
adherents of Abraham Linecoln’s views 
wherever the rights of the people were con- 
cerned.

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Fire That Gives Off Cold, Not 


mittent signals can be given wits a much sim 
pler system of lenses and without the need for 


DEMONSTRATION was given in London 
A the other day by Prof. C. F. Dussaud of 

what he calls “cold light.” He employs 
small tungsten lamps having their filaments in 
the form: of a closely wound spiral, giving prac- 
tically a point source of light, and the principle 
on which his system is based is that of supply- 
ing them with a current which is periodically 
interrupted, and which is at a greater voltage 
than that usually employed, so that the lamps 
are run at a much higher efficiency than the 


normal. 

This principle is utilized in two ways. Either 
a single lamp is used, the current by which it is 
illuminated being cut off at intervals, or three 
or more lamps are mounted in a ring which is 
rotated in such a way that each of them is suc- 
cessively connected to the supply circuit, the 
speed of rotation being so high that owing to 
persistence of vision the effect of a coutinuous 
source of light is produced. 

In the experiments an eight-volt lamp was 
run with sixteen volts, and Prof. Dussaud as- 
serts that the life of lamps overrun according to 
his methods is not less than that of those worked 
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at normal efficiency. In explanation cf the term 
“cold light” he points out that the glass bulb 
of an electric lamp has the property of absorb- 
ing the heat of the incandescent filament in its 
interior. 

Hence at the first moment of lighting there 
is “cold light’ outside the bulb, though subse- 
quently the glass, becoming heated, in turn 
radiates heat, and the light is no ionger “cold.” 
By his method of intermittent illumination he 
claims that only the “cold light’ is obtained. 

Various applications are sugze:ted for the sys- 
tem. For cinematographic purpc @s it is claimed 
that the use of an over un metailic filament 
which is lighted only at the instant when each 
picture of a film requires to be projected. on 
the screen, not only is there great economy of 
current as compared with the are lamp com- 
monly employed, but also that all danger of 
ignition of the celluloid film is eliminated. 

Again, it is suggested, that for ordinary fixed 
projections the cold light will enable minute 
views on celluloid to take the place of the large 
glass slides ordinarily employed. For  light-

In this way 
the loss is comparatively small, 


Thé Government was forced to adopt 
this plan to prevent the elk in’ the West 
from going: the way of the buffalo—to: ex- 
tinction. Most of the elk im the Rocky 
Mountains ranged north until they reached 
the Jackson’s Hole region south of Yel- 
lowstone Park. Here they congregated in 
vast herds. 

The number of elk,in this region has 
been estimated at from 25,000 to 100,000 
head, but D. C. Nowlin, former Game 
Commissioner of Wyoming, who is now at 
the head of the work of transportation 
carried out by the Government biological’ 
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Thousands of elk have died of starvation 
and have frozen to death in the Jackson 
Hole country during the last few years. 
During the winter of 1911 scores of them 
were found scattered over the snow daily. 
They were unable to withstand the severity 
of the blizzards. Farmers and ranchmen 


built dozens of lean-tes to protect. the ani- 


mals from the icy winds and fed the starv. 


they died-in large num 
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Last year Congress appropriated a con- 
siderable sum for. the care and feeding of 
the Jackson’s Hole elk, which were starv- 
ing in the deep snows. Government em- 
ployes, aided by ranchmen, carried hay to 
the elk ranges, where they found condi- 
tions appalling, especially in the early 
spring. Hundreds of calyes, as well as 
older elk, were dying of starvation. 

The lives of thousands of elk were saved

by feeding, but 1t was soon demonstrated 


that this measure of relief ‘was only tem- 
porary. It would entail a tremendous ex- 
pense to keep, up the work of feeding, &o 
it was determined to distribute the elk 
among the states that put in applications 
for herds and that were willing to pay the 
expense of transportation, and guarantee 
protection to the animals after arrival. 

Many states have taken advantage of 
this offer. Probably 1500 elk have been 
shipped, and this number will be trebled 
before the shipping season has ended. The 
elk are rounded up in the deep snows and 
driven to Gardiner. Ranechmen, State 
game wardens, forest rangers and Yellow- 
stone Park employes are assisting in the 
work, Elk are easy to round up. 

The scenes in the elk region of Wyoming 
during the last two years are deseribed as 
heart-rending. The starving elk, driven to 
the lowlands by the high snows in the 
mountains, found most of the range fenced 
in by ranchers. In mauy cases they broke 
down fences and demolished the haystacks 
of the-r/ 2rs.
